In the same way, therefore, we are com- 


memorating the birth month of our greatest American citizen 
with the following splendid contribution by Congressman Fess. 
All Kiwanians can read with profit, every inspiring line of it. 


ECENTLY Lord Bryce declared in a public ad- 
dress that the Constitution of the United States was 
the greatest contribution to 

the science of government known 
in history. This opinion does not 
differ from that of Mr. Gladstone 
who in 1878 declared the Constitu- 
tion the ‘most wonderful instru- 
ment ever stricken off by the brain 
or purpose of man.’”’ Modern wri- 
ters unite in giving it first rank as 
an instrument of government. 


The spirit of self-government, 
which fought the war for American 
independence with the slogan of 
“no legislation without represen- 
tation,” made possible the Declara- 
tion of Independence as a ruling 
principle of national autonomy. 
It did not, however, supply the 
needed frame of government. From 
1781 to 1789, the period covering 
the close of the Revolution to the 
Constitutional Convention, is prop- 
erly styled the “Critical Period” in 
American history. We had our in- 
dependence but no government to 
sustain the principle. After eight 
years of a hopeless situation, 
through various steps the Consti- 
tutional Convention was called. 
It contained the most remarkable body of men yet 
assembled. It met and solved the most intricate problems 
confronting a successful scheme of popular government. 

The activities of the members of this convention supply 
the most interesting study in the problems of government.

The debates as reported by the Madison papers disclose 
the most remarkable range of information on the one 
hand, and grasp of fundamentals 
on the other. From May 25 to 
September 17 they worked. 
Points of controversy were fre- 
quently acute. Members left the 
convention in anger, some of them 
not to return; others in disgust, 
later to return and resume work. 
The final result was a compromise 
between rival views of government 
in which the best of both was 
restrained with the worst of each 
omitted. As a reuslt we have an 
instrument of constitutional sanc- 
tion dealing only with fundamen- 
tai principles as a basis for statu- 
tory enactment. Here is an in- 
strument of but seven short arti- 
cles, only thirty-nine sections of 
eighty-four paragraphs, couched 
in less than 4,000 words. An instru- 
ment so brief that it is not uncom- 
mon for university professors to 
require its students of political 
science to commit it to memory. 
This was adopted as the organic 
law one hundred and thirty two 
years ago, when the nation’s entire 
population was but half that of the 
city of New York today. Since the adoption of this 
instrument, the thirteen colonies have increased to 
half a hundred comprehending an entire continent. 
The population has increased from three million to 
nearly one hundred and ten million. Our wealth has 
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increased from the smallest rank to first rank with 
more banking resources than all the balance of the 
world outside. During this period of National growth 
we have grown from the simplest to the most complex 
society. 

In spite of this fact, this instrument of constitutional 
sanction was so wisely written that it has been substan- 
tially modified but six times in 132 years. It is true there 
are recorded nineteen amendments. But the first eleven 
of these comprise the American Bill of Rights, which was 
recommended by the states upon its ratification in accor- 
ance with the recommendation of the convention. The 
twelfth is the first real amendment. The thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth all grew out of the slavery ques- 
tion and the Civil War, and for our purpose may be con- 
sidered as a single amendment. The sixteenth, seven- 
Perey eighteenth and nineteenth make up the half 
aozen. 


No test of the far-reaching importance of an instru- 
ment is greater than the small number of necessary 
changes required in the period of more than a century of 
the most wonderful growth in the history of civilization. 
It thus has become the very palladium of American 
liberty and power, and is the foundation of what is best 
known as Americanism. It is today looked upon by all 
the world as the snyonym of the rising hope of popular 
authority in matters of democratic government through- 
out the world. It should be the text for popular govern- 
ment in every school of the land. No citizen of America, 
native or naturalized, no boy or girl should be left ignor- 
ant of what it signifies. 

Every American boy and girl should also become 
familiar with the personnel of the framers of this instru- 
ment. They should likewise read the life histories of the 
famous statesmen who have guided the development of 
our national institutions. American political history and 


political literature should be in the courses of study io 
every school, both secondary and college grade. 

The loose immigration laws have permitted the impor- 
tation of dangerous un-American elements. During the 
World War we saw outbreaks of anti-government elements 
which defied law and order in great centers. We have seen 
the rule of the mob. We have witnessed the attempted 
lynching of mayors of cities who attempted to enforce 
law. We saw service men in uniform on Armistice day 
shot down in cold blood. We are stirred over the assaults 
against our institutions by organized groups who defy 
law, and are astounded over the hissing of the flag and 
sons in uniform. 


We can handle these groups of aliens through our de- 
portation laws. But we cannot deport American citizens. 
The work of Americanizing Americans is not of law, but 
rather of education. This is not confined to the schools. 
It must be extended to include the churches, the press, 
the various women and civic clubs, and especially to the 
various social and industrial organizations, such as the 
Kiwanis, Rotary, Lion’s and Exchange Clubs. 

As was done during the war when every citizen, old and 
young, man and woman, boy and girl, became so absorbed 
in winning the war that no anarchist would dare lift his 
head, so now an atmosphere of Americanism can be made 
so warm that no anti-government propaganda could 
exist a day. 

The Kiwanis Cius has taken a most important step 
when it resolved as an organization to assist in this 
work of creating an American spirit of devotion to our fun- 
damental institutions by stimulating intensive teaching of 
the Constitution in every school of the land. I have be- 
lieved and often declared that such a program is the 
greatest mission that could come to our patriotic organi- 
zations, such as the American Legion and great civic 
organizations like unto this, our powerful INTERNATIONAL 
KIWANIS. 





Another Veteran Passes

ILLIAM C. SHEPARD, a Di- 
W rector and Secretary of the Buf- 
falo Krwanis Cups, died suddenly 


at his home, 174 Wallace Ave., Buffalo, 
December 18th. 


Mrs. Shepard had retired, leaving Mr. 
Shepard at his desk planning the Club’s 
gifts to the orphans and poor children of 
Buffalo. He had spent the day buying 
gifts, although not feeling at his best, but 
with thoughts ot the Children’s Christmas 
and not of himself, he stuck to his task and 
in working for others gave himself. 

That was Will Shepard's ideal for him- 
self and for the Club. He worked inces- 
santly for others. The first Krwanran 
in Buffalo, and also in New York State, 
it was chiefly through his efforts that the 
Buffalo Club was organized. He became 
its first Secretary and at the time of his 
death was still in the harness after six 
years of service and he saw the Club reach 
a membership of 330. 

His enthusiasm and untiring efforts in 
behalf of Kiwanis attracted the attention 
of District and International officers, and 
his advice was sought in District and In- 
ternational meetings. His place will be 
hard to fill and the Buffalo Club has sus-

tained an irreparable loss. 
Besides his interest in Kiwanis matters, 
he was active in church and Sunday School 


and in the Federation of Churches. He 
was a Thirty-second Degree Mason, a 
Knight Templar, a Shriner and a member 
of a number of local clubs. 

Mr. Shepard knew what work was, hav- 
ing started to work at the age of 12. He 
became a salesman and later a realtor and 
as such made a place for himself in real 
estate circles in Buffalo. 

The work he had planned, namely, to see 
that 400 children of Buffalo, that other- 
wise would not have been remembered, 
should have a real Christmas, was carried 
out by the Club and much money, be- 
sides innumerable presents given by mem- 
bers of the Club, were distributed and the 
children made happy thereby. 

Men like Will Shepard are rare. May his 
life prompt others to serve not for them- 
selves; not with an expectation of a reward; 
but with a desire to make the world better. 
This was his ideal.

individual, in a city and in a nation, 

which is challenged by such exhibits 
as the foregoing and finds in their ameliora- 
tion and elimination the very aliment of 
its existence. 

When I count over in my mind the things 
that certain Clubs are doing throughout 
this land to hold up a high standard of 
ethics in business and professional life; 
when I see the charitable, civic and hu- 
manitarian service they are rendering, I 
feel like lifting up my voice in thanksgiving 
to God that He has put within the breast 
of man this force which is a wholesome de- 
sire to be of unselfish service. Men who have 
caught the high ideal of unselfish service, 
and who see that real service can be ren- 
dered only through organization, have 
banded themselves together under the 
name ‘‘Kiwanis.”” Kiwanis, then, means 
helpfulness; it means charitableness; it 
means unselfishness; it means love; it 
means work; it means that intelligent men 
the world over are learning that service to 
others is a veritable part of the first law of 
nature—self-preservation. 


They Meet—They Feed—They Fra- 
ternize—Then What? 


To further define what Kiwanis is, let 
me discuss briefly what some of the six 
hundred and thirty present Kiwanis 
Ciuss do and what I have seen and heard 
as I have met with some of them. When I 
first visited a Krwanis CLus meeting and 
sat around the table at the noon luncheon, 
it looked as though their main object was 
only to feed, fraternize and entertain. 
Some of them I thought had possibly 
joined the club because it looked like a 
hand-picked clientele from which they 
might expect business. I was mistaken. 
I soon found that this virile body of men, 
which was like unto a cross-section of the 
activities of the business and professional 
life of the city, was doing things, some 
quietly and others openly. Definite plans

were silently being carried out and in other 
cases these plans were being carried out 
noisily. Lots of fun was apparent on the 
surface and the serious purposes were 
mixed with genial good-fellowship. Their 
meetings were for a purpose and their fun 
just a natural expression of life and energy. 


Information for Reformation. 


Several of the other Kiwanis CLuBs 
that I visited seemed almost to be crying 
out, “‘Look at the bad things on every hand 
which we must fight”; and ‘Look at the

good things which we must help along.”’ 
I wondered if this band of men pledged to 
unselfish service and high ideals might not 
turn into the reformer type so obnoxious 
to us common citizens, or maybe the type 
known as the ‘‘crank.’’ But soon I found 
that theirs was a new method of reforma- 
tion. These Kiwanis Ciuss believe and 
practice the principle of an open forum, 
uncensored and impartial. They say, 
“Find the thing that is wrong and turn the 
light of public information on it, and pub- 
‘ie opinion and the good sense of the Amer- 
ican people will take care of it.’”’ They in- 
vite speakers of every belief and party, 
knowing that the information they impart 
will reduce prejudice between men and 
cause them to discard their bias. Real 
information with them takes the place of 
reformation. 

In other Kiwants Criuss, I observe that 
misunderstandings in trade dwindle and 
that the markets of barter are made sweet- 
er and happier by the fact that competitors 
are drawn side by side in unselfish service 
in Krwanis Cuivs life. Choosing, as they 
do, two men from each line or classification 
of business and professional life, they rep- 
resent no interest or clique in the city, 
they have no logs to roll and axes to grind. 
They represent no lodge, no faith and 


no political party, being made up from 
all of these. This is Kiwanis. 


Intangible Spiritual Qualities. 


I asked myself what the cause of it all 
was. About sixty thousand members and 
over six hundred Clubs organized in only six 
short years is a record of achievement 
which surely must have been inspired by 
some idealistic yet definite and intensely 
practical force. Does it seem possible that 
this number of business and professional 
men taken from the highest ranks of Amer- 
ican cities could be thus bound together 
without some big ideal, some lofty purpose, 
some unselfish motive or some other force 
equally dynamic behind the organization? 
To see whether or not these things are be- 
ing carried out in real life, I challenge you 
to visit the Krwanis Cuiuss as have I and 
you will see with your eyes and hear with 
your ears and be convinced through your 
mind, for it is KrwAnIs. 

And a happy lot they are. They show 
by the very way they tackle jobs put be- 
fore them that they have great faith in the 
things they are doing. They seem to be as- 
sured that they are working to build bet- 
ter men and better cities. This faith gives 
them strong courage for their work. It is 
Roger Babson who said that when you 
get ‘“‘faith, courage and a desire to be of 
service’ you have that strong element of 
prosperity and civilization without which 
the other two elements—labor and natural 
resources—would be of little avail. 

Kiwanis is an intangible spiritual qual- 
ity and is like a light set on a hill that can- 
not be dimmed. It is a glow to those blind- 
ed by the darkness of neglect and misfor- 
tune; a warmth to those stunned by the 
cold of discouragement and illusion; a fire 
of reproof or vengeance to those who trans- 
gress rights and laws; a beacon unto those 
who are searching for the tasks of service, 
and a torch of liberty and of prophecy to 
those who expectantly have their face set 
toward the east where they already see 
the brightness of the day of better under- 
standing between individuals and nations. 
This is Kiwanis. 


Cheap! 


A Kiwanis luncheon lasts an bour or at 
most an hour and a half. Part of the time 
is frankly devoted to eating, to fun, to 
boyish talk, to relaxation. When this time 
is over the remaining minutes are, oF 
should be, precious. We listen with re- 
spect to our invited speaker but in some 
clubs not to our own members. Kiwanians 
foster good-fellowship, but good-fellowship 
is founded on courtesy, consideration, 
good mannets, earnestness. When fun time 
is over it should be over. The habit of 
interjecting alleged funny remarks at the 
expense of a speaker may be of value to 
the interjectee. Cheap wit is not only 
valueless to the club but a distinct detri- 
ment, since it takes up time better de- 
voted to real things.

You, of course, have noticed that people who 
have to hunt jobs can’t hold them when they get them. 
It’s always “take” and never “put” on their toddle top of 
Life. 

The man or woman who jumps from one job to another 
is generally jumping for low ground. These job hunters 
are either some young flask-hounds who have devoted 
more time to building up a past than to building up a good 
reputation or else they are women who do not know how 
to do anything but who are willing to take any position 
if the salary will support them. 

They are interested in only one side of the door which 
opens into the business world. The side which intrigues 
them is the side marked “PULL” and not the side marked 
“PUSH.” 

They come to you for your influence. They want you 
to saddle them on some of your friends, to use your ‘“‘pull”’ 
to land them a position. 

I would be the last to say that “influence” is a harmful 
factor in job getting. I have used it too often to help 
my friends and their friends. But I do believe that we 
KIWANIANS could give a little careful thought to this 
question, with considerable benefit to our beloved or- 
ganization. 

You, fellow KIwANIAN, are engaged in merchandising 
hardware, or silk shirts, or bales of hay, or 
whatever. Business is good with you, and you have to 
hire another bookkeeper and two more salesmen. How 
do you get them? Do you advertise for them? Do you 
ask your present force to recommend them? Do you 
apply to a Business Bureau? Or do you ask your Ki- 
WANIS CLUB? 

“You can bet I don’t ask the club,” I hear you an- 
swer, “because nine men in the club will immediately 
recommend indigent and inefficient relatives, friends or 
acquaintances. If I choose from among these, I will get 
first, help which isn’t worth what I pay it, and second, 
a coolness with my fellow Krwantan if I fire the help he 
has recommended.” 

Precisely! And I, nor any other business man, blames 
you not at all for this attitude. 

But I, and the other Krwantans, blame you, blame me, 
and blame us all, for the necessity for this attitude. 

The trouble is not with those who hire, but with those 
who recommend. 

A Krwants Cius ought to be a clearing house for all 
sorts of good business ideas, and helps for every member. 
We ought to be able to go before our club and say, “I 
want a bookkeeper any of you fellows know a 
good one?”’ and receive replies which will come solely 
from a desire to help us get a good bookkeeper. Instead, 
we get replies which are dictated by the desires of various 
members to shift from their shoulders the burden of get- 
ting some one a job. 

In other words, we don’t use our influence fairly. We 
use it to help the individual, to get rid of a nuisance—an 
office seeker; to get credit in the eyes of some one who 
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asked us to get some one a job. We do it at the expense 
of the fellow Krwanrtan on whom we shunt the job- 
seeker, regardless of his qualifications. 


A woman who needed a position came to see me a month 
ago. She is a young widow, with two children and she 
wanted, needed, had to have a job. Her husband was my 
friend, he and I belonged to several organizations and fra- 
ternities together and the little woman needed help badly. 


All she knew was being a good wife and mother. 
I had to get some kind of a job, somewhere. 


I could have gone to a hundred Krwanrans and told 
them they had to “take care of her.””’ And they would 
have done so, while swearing evil swears at me (rightly 
so), not because I made them help the helpless, but be- 
cause I used my personal influence as a KiwaNiAn, to 
dump my friend’s widow’s troubles on their shoulders. 


All too frequently, I am afraid, I do as I do, instead of as 
I say! But in this case I both preach and practice. I told 
the little mother that I would get her a position as scrub 
woman, if she wanted it, or second assistant cook in a 
quick-eats house but nothing else. And then 
I told her I would be one of six of her husband’s friends, 
and would see to it that the other five ‘‘came through,” to 
finance her while she learned something useful in the busi- 
ness world, and that when she had learned it, I would get 
her a job she could keep in pride, and into which I could 
put her with honor. This was done and she is 
now learning to be a telephone operator on a P. B. X. 
board and three Krwantans who know of it offered posi- 
tions and will keep them waiting for her until she is com- 
petent. 

So my convictions on the subject are not all talk. They 
do run very strongly in the channel of personal honesty 
in the use of “‘influence.”’ I do believe we KIwANIANs 
should help our fellow Krwanrans help the jobless to 
jobs, when we can. But I also believe we as KIwaNIANs 
should be as utterly frank and honest in recommending 
people to jobs with other KrwaNniAns as we want other 
KrwaNIAns to be with us. I believe we all have, and 
should have, “influence’’ with each other. I believe we 
should believe in each other and help each other. But I 
believe we can never do this wholly and completely, un- 
less we are wholly and completely honest with each other. 
I believe when I say I want a job for John Smith, I should 
say he is a fair bookkeeper, but has never made much 
progress, and isn’t worth a fancy salary, if such is the case.

“influence” should be a two-edged sword, and that ifjit 
cuts the cords which bind the gate which leads to the land 
of jobs, it should also be so sharp as to cut the veil of mis- 


representation and evasion which too often covers him. 


Then none of us will dare to use it unless 
we can do so as honestly and sincerely as we would wish 
it used with us. 

I believe all this is good, honest, constructive Krwanis 
doctrine.

President Harding recently referred to a group of sales- 
men as “ambassadors of a new prosperity.”’ In even a 
larger and finer sense the officers of our Kiwanis CLuBS 
by their optimism, faith, devotion and leadership are 
the “ambassadors of a new prosperity.” They have the 
privilege of leading our great movement into days of 
still larger success in growth and service. 

At no time have the responsibilities of the officers of 
our Kiwanis Cuivuss been small, but never before have 
these responsibilities been larger than they are today, 
because of the very greatness of Krwanis development 
and because of the very extent and scope of our oppor- 
tunities. Our organization demands the very best of 
every Krwantan, but especially of every Krwanis 
officer. To the problems of Kiwanis, we must give un- 
tiring application and the best of our constructive thought 
and tireless devotion. 


Policy and Program 


It is to be hoped that by this time all clubs have had 
a Board of Directors’ meeting, at which they have con- 
sidered thoroughly the policy and program for the year. 
The more thought that is given to this problem and the 
more definitely policy and program are worked out, the 
broader the life and work of the club, and the more 
diversified and successful its activities. With the intense 
functioning of our clubs, there is danger of getting into a 
rut, unless definite plans are thought through and worked 
through to prevent this. It is also hoped that our clubs 
have carried this definite planning into their finances, 
through the adoption of a regular budget for the year. 


Executive Leadership 


The most successful officers will be those who seek to 
be true executives. By the wise assigning of responsibili- 
ties to proper officials, committees, and so forth, rather 
than by the vain effort to do most of the work themselves, 
officials will secure larger participation by members and 
therefore larger results by the club. They will also by 
such a plan, be constantly training and educating others 
in the service of Kiwanis and will thus develop a new 
group of leaders, not only for the Kiwanis Cuus, but 
also for the community. In business and industry, great 
attention is now given to the defining of tasks for execu- 
tives and employes. It is essential that our clubs seek to 
carry through an educational program such that the 


various officers and committeemen shall understand most 
thoroughly their duties and responsibilities. 


Committees 


The wise president will not be beguiled by any of the 
traditions that refer slightingly to committees and their 
service. It is through wise appointments to committees, 
the adequate training of these committees in their duties 
and the inspiring and leading them in the carrying out 
of their responsibilities, that the most successful president 
multiplies his own abilities and leadership. See that the 
full quota of committees are appointed, for the right 
chairman will find responsibilities to take his full thought 
and time if he sincerely undertakes his committee service. 


Membership 


Clubs should bear in mind the policy adopted by Inter- 
national for the current year, which is worthy of continu- 
ance for all time, namely, that the greatest care should 
be given to maintain the quality of membership and to 
educate the members in fundamental Krwants principles 
and ideals. 

Club officials should make certain the Membership 
and Classification Committees are properly instructed so 
that they will be sure to maintain high membership 
standards. Here and there a tendency develops to 
“camouflage” classifications. This is a most serious 
mistake, because fidelity to classification means a funda- 
mentally right membership. It insures the representa- 
tive character of a Kiwanis Cuius, which alone develops 
a sound Kiwanis spirit and a broad Krwants leadership. 
A true Krwanis Cuvus is not a mere social club of men 
gathered from any possible source, but rather a club of 
men truly representing the varied lines of business and 
professions, welded together into a friendly group with a 
fine spirit of fellowship and a representative power in 
service. Maintain the standard on new members and 
be true to classification as two means of insuring success 
in your club. 


Check-Up on Reports 


The fidelity of the officials of most clubs has led to 
prompt attention to the sending in of reports on the new 
officers and the semi-annual reports for January 1, 1922, 
in regard to membership and magazine subscribers. We 
wish to express our appreciation for this fine co-operation. 
Likewise, we wish to compliment the great majority of 
secretaries on the manner in which these reports are pre- 
pared. However, there are still some laggards. As a 
part of the preparation for success in 1922, please check 
up and make certain that there has been sent to Inter- 
national Headquarters, the proper certified list of new 
officers for the current year and the proper semi-annual 
report which consisted of three forms: I. A certificate 
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as to the number of active members; II. A list of the 
active members, with address and classification; III. 
Subscribers to the magazine in addition to the active 
members given in Form II. 

In case reports have been returned for corrections, 
please make certain that the corrected forms are promptly 
returned. 


Prompt Payments 

Another matter should have prompt attention at the 
very beginning of the official mew year, namely, the 
prompt payment of the semi-annual per capitatax and the 
annual magazine subscriptions. Statements for both the 
semi-annual per capita tax and annual magazine sub- 
scriptions have been rendered to the local clubs by Inter- 
national Headquarters as promptly as the clubs have 
sent in their semi-annual reports of January 1, 1922, 
upon which these statements must be based. We will 
greatly appreciate the co-operation of all new officers in 
checking up to see that these matters are out of the way 
just as early as possible in the new year. 


District Responsibilities 

No club can reach its best development so long as it 
lives solely unto itself and unto its own community. The 
manner in which most of our clubs reach out to share in 
district responsibilities and endeavor to do their part in 
building new clubs, through sponsoring service, is most 
gratifying. Now and then we regret to find a club that is 
absorbed solely in its own problems and lives as though 
it were not a vital part of the district and did not have 
duties in connection therewith. It is hoped that the 
District Trustee, chosen by each club, is a man so ex- 
perienced in Krwanis matters that he is capable of 
sharing the exceptional responsibilities of representing 
his club on the District Board of Trustees and of doing 
his part in leading his club to loyally participate in the 
district program. If perchance he is not acquainted 
with his duties, see that he is educated. 


Cooperation with International 

The larger responsibilities of the club do not cease with 
the district but reach on to International. There are 
constant opportunities for cooperation in the larger 
program and responsibilities of the International organ- 
ization. 

The International Committee on Business Standards 
and Methods has developed a fine program and 
our clubs are showing an exceptional response in co- 
operating with this committee in putting over this pro- 
gram. Our Committee on Education is likewise develop- 
ing exceptional plans for the training of KrwaNIANs in 
the fundamental conceptions and ideals of Krwanis, the 
Anniversary Week in January being part of their pro- 
gram. The Committee on Publicity has suggested a 
plan for local clubs to cooperate in placing the magazine 
in the reading rooms of clubs, libraries and so forth in 
their several communities, where they will make for 
fundamental Krwanis publicity. A program of excep- 
tional opportunity and significance has been announced 
for “Canada and United States Days” during the week 
of April 2 to 8. 

Meanwhile, International Headquarters is seeking to 
do its full share in serving our clubs. The diversified and 
extensive activities at Headquarters are constantly func- 
tioning in ways and in volume little understood by the 
average KrwaNniAN, all in the interest of our clubs and 
their success. For it is their success that makes INTER- 
NATIONAL Krwanis successful. Our Department of Pub- 
licity and Education, which, while planned for some 
time, only began operation the last of the year, is now 


performing an exceptional work in the assimilation of the 
experience of our many clubs and the formulation of 
this into suggestions for all. The Department of Service 
to New Clubs and the Department of Service to Estab- 
lished Clubs have been united under the leadership of a 
strong executive now added to our staff. Under his 
leadership this department will develop a still more helpful 
and complex means of assisting our clubs. 


Attendance Contest 


The announcement of the Annual Attendance Conte-1 
is made on another page of the magazine. ‘The contest 
will be held for ten weeks, beginning the week of March 
6. The success of the contest last year, in inciting better 
attendance on the part of many clubs and raising the 
general average for all clubs, assures us of the values of 
this annual event. 

The number of clubs which entered the contest last 
year was a fine increase over that for the previous year 
We sincerely hope that we shall have a very general 
participation in the contest this year on the part of 1 
great majority of the clubs. Why not have all “get inte 
the game?” 

In the interests of fairness, it has been decided wise to 
introduce a third division for the clubs with one hundred 
fifty-one members or more. It has seemed unfair that 
these clubs of larger membership should compete with 
clubs so much less in membership as many that would 
fall in the second division under the plan of last year. 
It is hoped that this will result in a more general partici- 
pation in the contest by our larger clubs. 

In any contest it is eminently desirable to have as 
complete assurance as possible that the decisions are 
based on records that are maintained by standard rules 
and in a thoroughly reliable manner. We appeal to 
clubs entering the contest to participate with the finest 
spirit of fairness and to endeavor to abide by the clear 
rules and regulations, especially those relating to the 
fundamental problem, that of figuring the attendance 
Last year the winning clubs were: Gold Division, 
Richmond, Indiana and Battle Creek, Michigan; Blue 
Division, Newark, Ohio. The winners of the district 
contest were: Gold Division, Illinois-Eastern Iowa Dis- 
trict; Blue Division, Western Canada District. Who 
will be the winners in 1922? 


Efficiency Contest 


Another contest, which our club officials should bear 
in mind and for which they should plan, is the “‘Efficiency 
Contest”? based upon club records in certain activities. 
These reports are not to exceed 2,000 words and are to 
cover the record of the club in public affairs, attendance. 
social activities and program other than public affairs 
and inter-city activities. These reports are submitted to 
the District Governors and then by them to the Inter- 
national Headquarters. Further particulars of this will 
be sent out to the clubs. The fundamental thing is to 
lead each club so that its activities will be worthy of a 
place in this contest. The work itself is the primary 
thing, but it does help clubs to vie with one another in 
seeking to obtain prominence in their activities. 

The first prize was awarded last year to the club at 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, to which was presented the fine 
silver speaker’s service, the gift of International Trustee 
Ellwood J. Turner, as a permanent prize to be passed on 
to the winning club each year. The next three most 
efficient clubs as determined by the contest were in the 
order of their standing: Scranton, Pennsylvania; Sag- 
inaw, Michigan and Montreal, Canada.

The Motive 

The attendance record of a Kiwanis 
CLUB most adequately indicates its effi- 
ciency. The interest and activity of 
KIWANIANS is in proportion to their con- 
stant contact with the club through 
its regular meetings. In order to maintain 
the interest of our members in the ideals, 
purposes and splendid activity of our clubs, 
we must promote regular attendance. 
The purpose of the contest is to develop 
a spirit that will permanently increase the 
attendance at our club meetings.

THE RULES 


1. Eligibility. 


a. Only clubs indicating their purpose 
to enter the contest on or before March 1, 
1922, may enter the contest. 


b. Clubs to be eligible, must also have 
filed with International Headquarters 
their semi-annual reports for January 1, 
1922, as provided for by the International 
Constitution. 


c. Only elubs which have completed 
their charter membership on March 1 may 
enter the 1922 contest. The contest is 
an annual affair so that any club ineligible 
for this reason may look forward to par- 
ticipating in the 1923 contest. 


d. No membership of any club must 
drop more than ten percent below the 
total as shown by the report of January 1, 
1922, to the International Headquarters 
at any time during the contest or the club 
will be ruled out. Thus, a club which 
reports 100 members on January 1 and 
drops below ninety will be ruled out of the 
contest. <A club reporting 100 on January 
1 may, however, drop twenty members 
and stay in the contest, provided that by 
the next reporting date it has secured at. 
least ten new members so that the net 
membership reported is not less than 
ninety percent of the January | total. 

2. Divisions. 

a. The competing Kiwanis clubs shall 
be divided into three divisions and the 
winner in each division will be presented 
a prize. The Blue Division will consist 
of clubs reporting 100 or less 
members; the Silver Division will 














The Values 
The 1921 contest was very {x 
successful.

dred clubs participated and not 
one of them failed to arouse great 
interest among the members 
and to derive much benefit from 
it. The general attendance was 
stimulated and increased through- 
out all clubs and the effect of the 
contest did not end with the 


contest period, but extended 
throughout the year. The first 


interest of a KrwaniAn is in the 
good fellowship, inspiration and 
information which he receives at 
the noon luncheons. Only after 
a KiwaniAn becomes a regular 
attendant at the club meetings 
does his interest develop from 
solely an enjoyment of the fellow- 
ship and progress to an apprecia- 
tion of the high ideals and 
worthy purposes of our great 
organization. There is much 
psychological value in a contest. 


The Period 


The contest will start the week 
beginning Monday, March 6, 
1922, and will continue for ten 
consecutive weeks, closing with 
the week ending Saturday, May 
13, 1922. 


The Plan 

The contest will be conducted 
under the general direction of the 
International Board of Trustees | 
in accordance with the rules 
adopted at the Portland Interna- 
tional Convention.

4. Local Club Records. 


a. Each contesting club must 
keep the attendance record of its

The prospective buyer 
would be too wary to enter blindly into 
a contract. 

Hence, the business man who would be 
successful must have a broad conception 
of his relations.to the business world. He 
must realize that society patronizes lib- 
erally only where it has confidence in 
entegrity. The prospective purchasers want not only the goods 
but the feeling of assurance that the merchandise delivered 
will be that which was purchased—that with relations reversed, 
the seller would be willing to become the buyer. 


Mn of the wars between nations have grown out ot 
[economic questions—business relations between peoples 
or states. All these will be avoided when mankind individually 
and collectively applies the Golden Rule to all business trans- 
actions. The Kiwanis Ciuss are hastening that day “foretold 
by prophets and by poets sung.” Truly we “are on the way’’ to 
better things in business human relationships. 
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‘On the Way to Better Business’’ 
typifies a great constructive program.

Out- 
side interests, such as this committee can 
bring to the local club, prevent stagna- 
tion and develop contacts for the club 
which as it grows older become invaluable, 
not only to the club as a whole but to the 
individuals as well.

My dear Mather: 

I have your very fine letter inquiring 
about your work as Chairman of the In- 
ter-city Relations Committee. 

Inter-city Relations is one of the great- 
est benefits Kiwanis has to offer a com- 
munity. We are indeed pleased to know 
that the Mitchell Club has been fortunate 
in its choice of a Committee Chairman so 
thoroughly interested in his assigned task. 

You make the point that your work ap- 
pears to overlap that of other committees. 
We do not believe that there is a direct 
overlapping of activities; yet it is true that 
to secure the best results your committee 
must work in very close harmony} with 
other local club committees. For ex- 
ample in your inter-city work, you will un- 
doubtedly learn of speakers of other clubs 
who can deliver a splendid message. The 
names of these men should be passed to 
your Program Committee, who are entirely 
responsible for your weekly luncheon pro- 
grams. 

Here are some of the duties of the local 
club inter-city relations committee:

(b) To program committee—novel 
stunts used by other clubs and names of 
good speakers who might be secured. 

3. Educating the club in the value of 
inter-club relations and the district or- 
ganization. 

4. Arrangement of special affairs with

neighboring clubs such as picnics, auto 
runs, joint luncheon or evening meetings, 
athletics and contests of all kinds.

Chairman of the In- 
ternational Inter-City Committee, Daniel 
S. Wentworth, 56 W. Randolph Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

The policy of our international commit- 
tee is to hold the district inter-city chair- 
man responsible for the inter-city work of 
his district. The district inter-city chair- 
man in turn is to hold his division or the 
local club chairman responsible for the lo- 
cal work. 

We divide the territory and the responsi- 
bility in this manner because we feel that 
each chairman knows better the charac- 
teristics of the people in his section and can 
the better advocate an acceptable plan. 
Projections that might be suited to one 
section might not be suited to another. 


You, as distriet chairman, in turn, are 
instructed to put into operation such plans 
as will produce the best results among and 
in the several clubs of your district. The 
procedure you may favor might not be 
suited to New England, therefore, your 
international inter-city committeeman wil} 
not interfere with your methods unless he 
believes you are not getting the best re- 
sults. In this case he will call to your at- 
tention other districts that he believes to be 
of a character similar to yours, but that 
appear to be getting better results. If 
such should be the case, I am confident 
that you will welcome such constructive 
suggestions, and will endeavor to give them 
a fair trial in your district. 

In turn, even you will find that some of 
your clubs will adopt a little different plan 
from other clubs, but as long as such local 
plans meet with success, it would not be 
advisable for you to insist upon an ab- 
solute uniform, specified plan for your 
divisions or clubs. You merely inform and 
guide as to the objective for 1922. 

It would be my idea that you, as chair- 
man of your district, secure information 
as to how clubs, successful in inter-city 
work, operate. Your district of Indiana 
has several splendid inter-city club com- 
mittees that are well worth studying. 
While your work will be to maintain a 
contact with these pace-making clubs, 
your real work will be to bring the others 
up to the pace-makers. This in my es- 
timation can best be done by education. 
First have a representative committee 
from the weaker club attend an inter-city 
meeting of stronger clubs. (We learn 
most through personal contact and ob- 
servation.) Even a small delegation will 
talk and sow seeds. Then, if there is a 
strong club within a reasonable distance of 
a weak inter-city club, have the weaker club 
entertain the stronger club. Town pride 
will make a good host of the weaker inter- 
city club. Desire to support reputation 
will assure a good-sized and jovial visiting 
delegation. Each club will feel it is doing 
something in keeping with its just pride. 
The hosts will be awed over the many lead- 
ing citizens they find among their guests, 
giving their time and taking an active part 
in Krwanls. 

Of course, the weaker club will accept a 
spontaneous invitation for a return visit, 
and will try to at least equal and even ex- 
eel the visiting delegation on the return 
date. Their pride has been appealed to. 
They are in the making. They enjoy it. 
They find it worth while. They get the 
habit. They visit more, and instead of 
detracting from home obligations, they

He outlined the vast amount of good that 
could be rendered the citizens of the state- 
by this committee assisting the State 
Road Commission in their work and sup- 
pressing any unjust criticism of that. 
body when it is apparent they are work-. 
ing for the best interest of the whole state. 
He explained that it was somewhat out 
of the ordinary for a committee of this: 
kind, who represent twenty-five hundred‘ 
business and professional men, to get 
squarely back of their public officials and! 
support them unselfishly and _ whole- 
heartedly, and that it behooved Kiwanis. 
to take the lead as is customary with 
Kiwanis when there are services to be> 
rendered to mankind. He stated it had 
now reached the point where the perma— 











nent organization should be perfected and 
requested a discussion relative to election 
of officers, ete. * * * 

It was regularly moved and seconded 
that Albert Snedeker, of Wheeling, be 
nominated for the office of President. 
Albert Snedeker was elected by acclamation. 

The office of Secretary and Treasurer 
was opened for nominations by the chair 
and Tom Carney was elected Secretary- 
Treasurer by acclamation. Motion carried 
unanimously. 

Four Vice-Presidents were elected: E. F. 
Randolph, of Williamson, M. F. Lough, 
of Fairmont, C. M. Martin, of Parkers- 
burg, and W. C. Kilmer, of Martinsburg. 

Meeting recessed at twelve o’clock noon 
to accept the luncheon invitation of the 
Charleston Kiwanis Cus at their regular 
weekly meeting. The Charleston club 
graciously turned their meeting over to 
the Kiwanis State Good Roads Com- 
mittee and their guests: Hon. E. F. Mor- 
gan, Governor of West Virginia, and 
Major C. P. Fortney, member of the West 
Virginia State Road Commission. All 
visiting K1wANIANS were introduced and 
made short addresses, and KrwaNniaNn 
Albert Snedeker, President of the Kiwanis 
State Good Roads Committee, outlined 
the plans, ete., of the committee. This 
was followed by a few remarks from 
Major C. P. Fortney of the State Road 
Commission, after which Governor E. F. 
Morgan made the principal address. He 
commended the Krwanis Cuvss for their 
willingness to assist the men he appointed 
on the State Road Commission and stated 
it was gratifying to know of the numerous 
good things that Krwanis had already 
accomplished in West Virginia. 

Meeting reconvened at two o’clock p. m., 
Ruffner Hotel. There was informal discus- 
sion of the functioning of this committee 
relative to controversies in local communi- 
ties over proposed routes either prior to 
or after routes were designated by the 


Commission. After a most thorough 
discussion it was accepted generally 
as the sense of the committee that 


where controversies arose the contestants 
should prepare and present all views and 
facts to the State Road Commission for 
adjudication, and if, after so doing, it 
was apparent the commission erred in 
selecting the route designated, and the 
facts were made known to this com- 
mittee, it would then be time to take the 
matter under advisement for action on its 
part. 

Major Fortney was invited to appear 
before the committee. The invitation was 
accepted and Major C. P. Fortney joined 
the meeting. He outlined the manner in 
which the Commission would and is func- 
tioning, and stated, while it is only human 
to err, they were striving to make as few 
mistakes as possible and thus serve the 
whole state in an entirely unselfish way. 
He said in complying with the law relative 
to connecting county seats, they would 
endeavor to route the trunk lines so as to 
serve the most people by the shortest route, 
those being to a large extent the determin- 
ing factors. He discussed the ‘‘patrol and 
gang’’ method, auto license income, capa- 
city of trucks, elevation of roads, the 
manner of banking curves and road main- 
tenance, and invited all present to ask as 
many questions pertaining to the subject 
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as they desired. He concluded by stating 
that the Commission was at all times 
ready to give consideration to sll ideas and 
suggestions proffered them, and that if 
after any road had been designated, but 
prior to the actual expenditure of funds 
on such road, the route could be changed 
by presenting data that could convince 
the Commission that the proposed change 
would be beneficial.

“Plans for the campaign in the district 
are materializing, and to start the enthusi- 
asm at home, Fort Dodge has organized 
a ‘Toronto or Bust’ Savings Bank Club. 
Each banker of the Fort Dodge club 
furnished an equal number of savings 
banks and the members of the club have 
already started to save for the ‘On to 
Toronto’ trip.”’ 

‘“‘When the matter had been presented to 
our club, a call was made for a show of 
hands and Fort Dodge answered almost 
100 per cent. Today practically every 
member of the Fort Dodge Kiwanis CLus 
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is working for a savings bank to provide 
ample funds to pay the expenses of both 
himself and his wife, if he is fortunate 
enough to have one.” 

“IT know one wife who emptied her bank 
the other day and found that it contained 
$21.85. I heard of another who had de- 
posited $28.00. Each week a call for show 
of hands is made at the club meeting, the 
idea being to keep pounding the boys on 
the back. I suggest that this proposition 
be put up to other clubs.”

The Krwanis Cuiuss of East Orange, 
Orange, and West Orange received their 
charters at East Orange on the evening of 


December 13. The presentation of the 
charters was made by Joseph B. Hottel, 
Governor of the Kiwanis District of New 
Jersey. Dr. George B. Oleutt, President 
of the East Orange club, and Frederick W. 
Warriner, head of the Orange-East Orange 
club, accepted the charters. 

The presentation of these charters was 
made the oceasion for a fine dinner and a 
very enjoyable program of musie and fun- 
making. William EK. Duffy, Field Repre- 


sentative of the International organiza- 
tion, detailed the principles of Krwants. 
A fine talk was also given by H. Walter 
Gill, Vice-President of the Atlantie City 
elub. 





The Ontario and Quebec District under 
the leadership of its new District Governor, 
Bevan Hay, and Hugh Murray, Secretary, 
has started off the year with a bang. 
Already two new clubs, Peterboro and 
Guelph, have had their charters granted, 
and several new clubs are on their way. 
The Guelph club was sponsored by Hamil- 
ton and Peterboro by Kingston. 

At the last District convention it was 
decided to make the objective for the year 
the work among the _ under-privileged 
boys. This work was started by the 
London elub and has been a remarkable 
success; the club has now no less than 
sixty boys under its charge. These boys 
are, most of them, sons of soldiers killed 
overseas, who, without the help of the 
club, would not receive the ordinary ad- 
vantages of life. The London club was so 
enthusiastic over this work that at the 
District convention it asked that it be 
accepted as the objective for the year. 
The London club carried the day and as a 
result most of the clubs in the district are 
falling in line. Ingersoll, Galt and St. 
Thomas have all started. 

The St. Thomas club, by a spectacular 
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move, brought its work to the attention of 
the public. A gang of young “Robin 
Hoods" who claimed they were stealing 
to give Christmas presents to the poor 
were rounded up by the police a few days 
before Christmas. None of these boys, 
except possibly their leader, had ever been 
in trouble before. They were in darger 
of being sent to the reformatory, with all 
that a reformatory means, when the 
Krwanis Cius stepped in and offered to 
stand sponsor to the boys and take them 
under its charge. The police magis- 
trate was so impressed by this proposal 
that the boys were all paroled and handed 
over to the club. 

Every club in this district has followed 
the suggestion of International that the 
Christmas season should be devoted to 
bringing cheer to the less fortunate. The 
new club in the city of Quebec had an 
enormous community Christmas Tree and 
according to newspaper accounts over 
five thousand children turned up for the 
event. The Montreal club was also partic- 
ularly busy. In addition to Christmas help 
it had a great theatre night, the proceeds 
being devoted to the aid of the unem- 
ployed. It had also parcel day for 
collecting clothing for the unemployed. 

The Ottawa club looked after Christmas 
dinner and Christmas cheer for one hun- 
dred families. The club also decided to 
revive the old-fashioned English custom 
of Christmas carols. A chorus of Ki- 
WANIANS practiced for several weeks 
and were all set for Christmas day; how- 
ever, fourteen below zero weather rather 
dampened their ardour. They found it 
too chilly even for Krwanians to sing 
out-of-doors, so instead visited the hos- 
pitale and other institutions and carolled 
for them.

The extension work of the Pennsylvania 
District has progressed so that four new 
clubs have recently been added to the 
organization. 

On November 17, District Governor 
Sanderson presented a charter to the Wood- 
lawn club. A banquet was held at the 
Hotel Woodlawn. Ninety KiIwanians 
and their wives attended. Harry R. Hick- 
ox, Lieutenant Governor for the Western 
District, spoke on service. The charter 
presented to the club was accepted by 
President Dr. J. B. Scott. Dancing 
followed the banquet. 

On November 18, a charter was pre- 
sented to the Franklin club. Speeches were 
made by Harry R. Hickox, Lieutenant 
Governor for the Western District, and 
by Charlie Schmidt, International Field 
Representative. 

On November 30, District Governor 
“Jim” presented a charter to the 
Beaver Falls club. A delegation of forty 
was present from New Castle. The ban- 
quet was served in the ball room of the 
Tamaqua club. One hundred seventy 
KrwantAns and friends attended. 

On December 1, the Governor presented 
a charter to the New Kensington club. 

A permanent organization has been 
effected for a club at Rochester which is 
to include the boroughs of Rochester, 
Monaco and Beaver. 

Beaver Falls, one of the new clubs 
organized during the month led the dis- 
trict in attendance with 99 per cent. 
DuBois with a percentage of 83 per 
cent was the leader of the already estab- 
lished clubs. 

A District conference was held at Car- 
lisle on December 9, 1921. The meeting 
was called to order at 9:45 a. m., by Dis- 
trict Governor Sanderson. There were 
present Vice-Governor H. Y. Stoner, 
Lieutenant Governors Edward C. Broom- 
er and Wm. 8S. Evans, District Secretary 
Ralph A. Amerman and Trustees or al- 
ternates from all clubs except Easton, 
Jersey Shore, Pottsville and Woodlawn. 
District Governor Sanderson explained 
in detail the organization scheme of the 
Krwants District of Pennsylvania which 
plan was outlined in multigraphed form 


and distributed among all members present 
at the conference. The District Governor 
also pointed out on a map the sectional 
divisions of the state, with its four sub- 
districts, each of which is divided into two 
tiers. 

The District Secretary’s report showed 
a three months District attendance aver- 
erage of 57 1-2 per cent. DuBois led 
the district with a percentage of 82. 
Reading was second with 71 per cent and 
Seranton third with 70 per cent. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order by District Governor Sanderson at 
2:20 p. m. 

International Field Representative 
Charlie L. Schmidt reported on organiza- 
tion work and plans. 

The report of the Budget Committee 
was read by Chairman Ralph A. Amerman. 
The report of the committee was unani- 
mously adopted. Upon motion, duly 
seconded and unanimously carried, it 
was voted that it was the sense of the con- 
ference that to cover the thoroughly 
discussed and necessary expenses of dis- 
trict development as outlined for the com- 
ing year, each Trustee recommend to his 
club that a voluntary gift be made to the 
district for the year 1922 only, of an 
amount equal to fifty cents per member 
and that the District Secretary be notified 
of the action of each club on or before 
January 15, 1922. 

The report of the Committee on Laws 
and Regulations was submitted by Dis- 
trict Chairman H. A. Moore, of DuBois. 
The first portion of the report in reference 
to the adoption of certain sections of the 
Standardized By-Laws was deferred until 
the next Trustees’ conference. The 
second portion, the matter of levying a 
per capita tax of $1.00 per active member 
on all Pennsylvania clubs, to create a 
Convention Fund, was referred to each 
local club for action. 

A motion was adopted authorizing the 
district to have a supply of postal cards 
printed for the use of the local Secretaries 
in reporting to his home club the name of 
any Krwantan from that club who 
attended their luncheon. It was felt 
that this would not only stimulate the 
attendance of the Kiwanran who is away 
from his home club, but that it would also 
insure the club receiving full credit for 
attendance of its members while travel- 
ing. 

C. Pinkney Jones, of Scranton, suggested 
that thought be given to a proposition of 
a special form of insignia for local club 
Secretaries to be worn by them during 
their terms of service. 

The following clubs extended an invita- 
tion to the Trustees to hold a conference 
in their cities: Chester, Johnstown, Wilkes- 
Barre and York. 

A vote of thanks and appreciation was 
tendered the Carlisle club for its hospi- 
tality to the visiting District officers, 
Trustees and other K1iwantans. 

The meeting adjourned at 6 p. m. 

At 7 p. m., a banquet was held in 
Mentzner Hall, with customary boosts, 
musical program, entertainment and speak- 
ers. 
Carlisle can well feel proud of having 
conducted one of the most successful and 
enjoyable Trustees’ conference ever held 
in the Pennsylvania’ District. 

















It has been decided that the Pennsyl- 
vania District convention be held in 
Scranton, October 2 and 3, 1922. 

During Anniversary Week, January 
15 to 21, 1922, nearly all of the clubs in 
the district presented a Kiwanis Service 
Medal. This medal was awarded to the 
person of the community who was judged 
by a committee to have rendered the most 
service to that particular community. 

Nearly all of the clubs in the district 
have reported increased efforts in Public 
Affairs, Social Activities, and Inter-city 
Affairs. 

A large number of clubs in the district 
have already appointed their “On to 
Toronto”” Committees. 

The Pennsylvania District is assured of 
a large delegation to Toronto, June 20, 
21, and 22, 1922. 





The Krwants Cuivus of Helena received 
its charter on November 19 at the hands of 
District Governor George Snell, or Billings. 
In making the presentation Governor 
Snell said in part: ‘‘We believe in the 
Golden Rule and it is to put the principle 
of the Golden Rule into business that we 
have organized and grown to our present 
standing. We should have confidence in 
our fellow man, in our community, in our 
town, in our state and in our Country.” 
In closing, Governor Snell complimented 
the Helena club highly on the fine men 
composing the membership, saying, ‘‘K1- 
WANIS is absoluteiy safe in your hands.” 
The Rev. Father Norbett C. Hoff, Presi- 
dent of Mount St. Charles College, made 
the address of the evening. The officers 
of the new club are: President, Lester 
Loble; Secretary, Ernest Nelson. . 

The Lewistown Kiwanis CLUB was 
chartered on December 10, being welcomed 
into the International organization by 
District Governor George Snell. Dr. 
O. P. Davis is President and Charles K. 
Warren is Secretary of this new Kiwanis 
Cuvs. 

The fine new organization at Butte has 
not yet been chartered at the time of 
writing. 





Governor of the District of New England 
Kiwanis Cuius, is receiving reports of 
Christmas activities among the sixteen 
clubs in the district with a total member- 


ship of 1,700 Kiwantans. Practically 
every club distributed Christmas cheer to 
the needy in its own city. Thousands of 
dollars have been spent in this work and 
hundreds of Christmas baskets have been 
taken to homes where they were greatly 
needed. 

This movement is the result of instruc- 
tions from President Harry E. Karr, of 
Krwanis International, to the 58,000 
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Krwantans throughout the United States 
and Canada. His letter urged that every 
KrwanIAn take a family and supply its 
need at Christmas time. 

In the New England district are sixteen 
elubs, in the following cities: Boston, 
Mass., Bridgeport and Hartford, Conn.; 
Holyoke and Lynn, Mass.; Manchester, 
N. H.; New Haven, Conn.; Northampton, 
Mass.; Norwalk, Conn.; Portland, Me.; 
Providence, R. I.; Pittsfield and Spring- 
field, Mass.; Stamford, Conn.; Woon- 
socket, R. I.; and Worcester, Mass. A 
majority of the clubs have cared for chil- 
dren, thousands of whom have been given 
a happy Christmas time because of the 
thoughtfulness of Kiwanians. 

More than 400 Kiwanians gathered in 
the Hotel Somerset at Boston, on Decem- 
ber 5, for an intercity meet. Members 
were present from Worcester, Providence, 
Portland, Manchester, Lynn, and Woon- 
socket, and they joined with the Boston 
KIwANIANs in one of the liveliest dinners 
ever held in the district. Joe Mitchell was 
the principal speaker. District Governor 
Thos. E. Babb, Jr., of Worcester, and 
H. J. Pettingill, of Woonsocket, also 
made fine addresses. This was a very 
successful meeting and it is felt that much 
closer relationship between the members 
of the various clubs were brought about 
by this visit to the Boston club. 

Five mayors of large New England 
towns are members of Krwanis. These 
are the mayors of Bridgeport, Conn., 
and Northampton, Springfield, Holyoke 
and Lynn, Mass. All are good K1rwan-

Primary Elections 
It is with interest we read of the various methods of 


holding elections in Krwanis Ciuss. Apparently every 
known system is used in some club. 

But after a careful scrutiny of all the methods the 
Primary system seems on the whole to be the best. 

Having a Nominating Committee appointed by the 
President to bring in nominations is open to the criticism 
that by making careful selection of the committee the old 
President is able to dictate his own successor. 

Nominations from the floor are always liable to cause 
friction by the over-zealousness of some nominator. Also 
a poor candidate with a fine nomination speech may have 
an advantage over a good candidate poorly presented by 
his orator. 

In the Primary plan, a primary election is held two 
weeks before the final election. Ballots are passed out 
on which every member makes a list of the officers he 
thinks can best serve his club. No nomimations are al- 
lowed. 

When these ballots are counted the two men receiving 
the highest vote for President are declared nominees for 
that office. The same applies to all the other officers and 
at the final election two members and only two compete 
for the place.

Better business methods have ever been a feature of 
Krwanis. ‘To lift business to a higher plane has always 
been its desire. Several clubs have had splendid success 
in bettering business methods in one way by holding a 
Courtesy Week, during which they have done much to 
put back into the hurry and push of business life the lifted 
hat, the “thank you,” the stepping back for a lady, and 
the “please.” 

This work is well worth while. If every KrwAanIaNn 
in every club would not only use these ideas for a week 
but would make them a permanent part of his business 
life it would soon make the world a nicer place in which to 
do business. Seventy-five thousand men saying ‘Thank 
you” and “please” would be an object lesson the rest of 
the world could hardly overlook.

We have made the word ‘Mister’ taboo in our 
clubs. Would we not be doing our duty by the mother 
tongue if we replaced the eliminated ‘Mister’ with 
“Thank you” and “Please,” thus reviving two dead words 
for the one we have killed?

We 
agreed that personal friendship was not a 
sufficient qualification for anyone to be- 
come a member of our organization, and 
that our members should be elected, unani- 
mously, by the board of directors and that 
one dissenting voice would reject. 

The following questions, or similar ques- 
tions, were asked regarding every name 
proposed for membership: Is he an honest 
man? Would you be willing to introduce 
him to your family? How does the public 
look upon his conduct in general? Is his 
past record O. K.? Would you like to 
have him for a close personal friend? 
Can you point with pride to this man and 
say, to Rotary or any other club or person, 

“This is one of our members?"’ Is he ab- 
solutely satisfactory in every way to each 
of the officers and board of directors? 

No member has been elected to member- 
ship that could not pass every one of 
these requirements without a dissenting 
voice. In fact, every member has had the 
hearty endorsement of each one of the of- 
ficers and members of the board of direc- 
tors.

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NEW MEMBERS 
How St. Louis Does It 


The St. Louis Club has worked out a 
method of selecting new members, which is 
simple, businesslike and direct and which 
has been fruitful of most gratifying re- 
sults. Briefly, the plan provides for a 
Membership Committee of thirty who 
meet each Wednesday at luncheon. A list 
of open classifications prepared for each 
meeting is read and names of prospects 
are suggested by the members present for 
such open classifications. The names are 
then submitted to the Board of Directors 
at their next weekly meeting for approval 
or rejection. A prospect receiving approv- 
al of the Board is advised by letter signed 
by the President that he has been selected 
to become a member of the club. A folder 
is inclosed setting forth the ideals, aims and 
purposes of Kiwanis. At the next meeting 
of the Membership Committee two mem- 
bers are assigned to call upon each ap- 
proved prospect and invite him to attend 
the next regular meeting and luncheon of 
the club that he may meet the members 
and become acquainted with the various 
activities of the club. This plan places 
the responsibility of selecting the repre- 
sentative business and professional men 
of the community on the Membership 
Committee and the Board or Directors 
and when these two bodies function 100 
per cent there can be no question or doubt 
as to the standard of membership in 
the club. 


How New Orleans Does It 


The simplicity of the plan used by the 
New Orleans club will, we believe, appeal 
to many other clubs who have not as yet 
any definite policy for the garnering of new 
members. It is, briefly, as follows: With 
each weekly luncheon notice sent out to 
members, the Secretary encloses a list of 
open classifications. Opposite each clas- 
sification is a line on which the member 
may write the name of some person who 
he believes is eligible to membership and 
who would make a good Kiwanian. These 
lists are then returned to the Secretary 
who refers them to the Membership Com- 
mittee. 

What method does your club follow? 
By sending in your ideas along this line, 
Headquarters will be able to give valuable 





suggestions to other clubs who need as- 
sistance. We shall be glad to hear from 
you.

Key Men 


There is one point which the members 
of the sponsoring committees should bear 
in mind when they start their work; this 
point is the use of care in the selection of 
the key man. The growth and eventual 
success of the new Kiwanis CLUvpB is in- 
fluenced to a very large degree by the 
character of the man. Since the organiza- 
tion is to be built around him, he must be 
an acknowledged leader and must repre- 
sent the highest type of practical morality, 
and enjoy the respect of the entire com- 
munity. It is impossible to lay too much 
stress upon the exercise of proper care in 
this selection. There have been cases, 
and not a few, where the sponsoring com- 
mittee has been a little hasty or failed to 
make a thorough investigation of their key 
man, with the result that the embryo organ- 
ization effected has had to be reconstructed 
before a club could be built. The com- 
mittee, in all probability, will have an idea, 
before they go to a town, just who might 
make a good key man, but before they 
broach the subject to him, they should 
make inquiries of four or five of the other 
active leaders of the town as to whether 
or not the man they have in mind is really 
the proper one to head the movement. 

After the key man has expressed his de- 
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sire to see a club organized and the original 
nucleus has been brought to the point 
where they want a club, the first step of 
the work of the sponsoring committee has 
been completed. The Field Representative 
is called in at this point to further or- 
ganize the new unit, and give them the 
education which they will need to properly 
discharge their duties and obligations as 
KIWANIANS. 
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New Clubs 
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What to Read Especially 


A year ago there was an insistent de- 
mand on the part of Krwantans all over 
the country for some material to be printed 
in the Kiwanis MaGazineE which would 
have an appeal not only from a Kiwanis 
standpoint, but from the standpoint of the 
everyday business man. In other words, 
there was a demand for some material 
in the magazine each month which would 
be interesting to any business man who 
might pick up the publication whether he 
were or were not actually a Kirwantan. 
When this demand took definite form, the 
Magazine Committee and other interested 
persons saw immediately into the wisdom 
of the situation. 

The suggestion was wise for one reason 
chiefly. That reason needs just a word 
of explanation. Organization publica- 
tions and fraternal magazines enjoy the 
unenviable reputation in the literary world 
of not being read. The result is that they 
accomplish little for the organization; 
they are often poor advertising mediums 
and are needlessly a financial burden on the 
institution. Yet at the same time, their 
possibilities for helpfulness in the de- 
velopment of their respective institutions 
are tremendous, if only some means can 
be found of making them generally read 
by their respective memberships. 

It was quickly evident to all concerned 
that if the Kiwanis MaGazine could con- 
tain each month a lead article which would 
be of help to the Kiwantan in his business 
life, a reading clientele within the organ- 
ization would be established and the first 
steps toward lifting our publication out 
of the non-read class would be taken. 

This has in part been already accom- 
plished and we find increasing evidence 
every month that the magazine is being 
read, not only for the lead article, but 
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for many others of the various types of 
educational and inspirational matter which 
it contains. 

Because of the very high quality of our 
membership, we are able to secure each 
month articles by business men who are 
famous all over this continent. For the 
same reason, namely, the general quality 
of our membership, we are able to attract 
the interest of big business men who write 
well where other publications in the busi- 
ness field cannot attract them. Reasons 
for this are readily apparent. Therefore, 
while we are exceedingly anxious that the 
new K1wanian should read each month as 
much as he conveniently can about the 
organization and its doings, we are also 
anxious that he read most carefully our 
lead article each month and would gladly 
hear from him, whenever possible, as to 
what he thinks of them. Furthermore, 
if he can suggest to us similar men who 
might contribute to our pages along prac- 
tical business lines we shall be his debtor 
from the very start of his career in Kr1- 
wants “unto” his going out. This, we 
hope, means forever.

tuted for a noon luncheon, the report 
will be accepted just the same. If an 
extra meeiing is held it should not ap- 
pear in the report. 

d. A special record sheet for the entire 
eontest will be furnished by the Inter- 
national Office on which the local club 
Secretary may keep a record of the weekly 
attendance total. 

5. Reports. 

Each club must forward each week a 
report on the special weekly report 
form which will be furnished from In- 
tecnational Headquarters. 


Local Club Methods 


The Attendance Committee of the 
local club should, of course, be responsible 
for the organization of a campaign wichin 
the club. By far the most successful 
plan is the military plan of organization. 
In a elub of 125 members the following 
officers for the campaign should be 
chosen: One General, three Colonels, 
nine Majors, twenty-seven Captains. The 
General should be responsible for the at- 





tendance of the three Colonels; each 
Colonel should be responsible for the at- 
tendance of three Majors; each Major 
should be responsible for the attendance 
of three Captains, and each Captain for 
three privates. Remarkable results can 
be secured under this plan. Telephone 
calls, personal calls and letters have been 
effectively used in securing attendance. 

Another plan, which has merit, is to 
divide the club membership into two equal 
sections and inaugurate a contest within 
the local club between the two sections 
of the membership. The winning side 
could be given a dinner by the losers at the 
end of the contest. Such a plan carries 
the contest spirit directly into the member- 
ship of the local club. 

Bulletins to Clubs 

During the entire period of the contest, 
report bulletins will go forward to every 
Kiwanis Cuius recorded in the contest, 
indicating the standing of the clubs. These 
bulletins will probably be weekly, but they 
will be issued at any time that will make 
for the suecess of the contest. 

The District Contests 

In order to interest each Distrist organ- 
ization, a District contest will be conducted 
simultaneously with the local elub contest. 
This District Contest will also be divided 
into three divisions. The Gold Division 
of the Districts will be made up of those 
Districts having tnirtyrone or more clubs; 
the Silver Division will be made up of 
Districts having twenty-one or thirty 
clubs; the Blue Division will consist of 
those Districts having twenty elubs or 
less. 

A eareful record of the average attend- 
ance of the clubs in each district will be 
kept and the district in eaen division hav- 
ing the largest percentage of attendance 
for the contest will be dezlared the winners. 

The Prizes 


An appropriate prize will be presented 
by the International organization to the 
winning clubs and Districts, in the Gold, 
Silver and Blue Divisions. 

The prizes will be presented at the Inter- 
national Convention in Toronto June 20, 
21 and 22, 1922.

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Dallas President Writes a Letter 


December 5, 1921. 
Gentlemen: 

If Krwants is to fulfill its destiny and 
occupy its just preeminence as a char- 
acter- and city-building influence, its 
officers must sense their responsibility and 
its members become thoroughly imbued 
with its spirit and constantly cultivate a 
keen appreciation of its great purposes and 
the purity and altruism of its objectives. 

Kiwanis stands for something. It is 
notaname. Itisa vision. It is patriotic, 
to city as well as country. It is altruistic, 
actively supporting charitable and public- 
spirited projects. It is character building. 
It represents the highest ideals in business, 
social and personal relationships. 

The Spirit of Krwanis is a fire kindled in 
the hearts and minds of a great body of 
American business men. It is in the keep- 
ing, in Dallas, of one hundred sixty- 
eight members, who have chosen to sub- 
scribe to the cause it represents, and as- 
sume the grave responsibility of imbibing 
its spirit, promulgating its principles, at- 
taining its objectives and passing to coming 
generations, undimmed, the flaming light 
of its ennobling inspirations. 

As ever, upon the leaders, devolves the 
duty and responsibility of bringing K1- 
WANIS up to its high standards, and, by 
appreciation of its principles, initiative and 
study in its plans and program, and energy 
and resourcefulness in carrying them out, 
to raise and maintain the boon of K1- 
WANIS membership to where it will be cov- 
eted and cherished by all men. 

The honor of being selected as President 
of such a great organization should ex- 
cite the ambition of any man, while the 
responsibilities assumed by him should 
arouse a grim determination to strive and 
accomplish for Kiwanis regardless of the 
personal cost, in thought, time, and money. 

One who has assumed such grave re- 
sponsibilities and wrought with self- 
abnegation and ability, the Ktwanis CLus 
should reward with sentiments of ap- 
preciation and esteem, and particularly, 
on occasion, ceremonially express its senti- 
ment. The occasion may properly be the 
inauguration of the new President, as an- 
nually he receives his great commission at 
the hands of the club. 

Upon this occasion, the ceremonies 
should be earefully and _ elaborately 
planned, bringing to the front the ablest 
Kiwanis talent, exerted to its uttermost. 
The retiring President should receive the 
encomiums he deserves and be presented 
with a carefully drawn and worded resolu- 
tion, terse, truthful and not slothfully ful- 
some. And the new President should re- 
ceive the pledges of determined coopera- 
tion of all the members of the club, with- 
out which no leader can achieve and suc- 
coed. 

It has always been recognized that 
symbolism, ritualism, and form, while 
capable of abuse, in obscuring the end by a 
multiplication of the means, is, neverthe- 
less, an effective means of instruction and 
inspiration. 

A great movement like Kiwanis, can 
safely, and properly, with moderate pomp 
and circumstance, build and maintain its 


history and traditions by occasional cer- 
emonials. 

The fire of the ancients was sacred. Its 
custodians paid with their lives fer any 
neglect in their duty of preserving it. The 
Spirit of Krwanis should be likewise cher- 
ished, and its perpetuation should be the 
sacred duty of every Kiwanis member, 
and the President who assumes the re- 
sponsibility of its preservation should feel 
that, while his derelictions may bring no 
physical punishment, the condemnation 
of Kiwanis_will be a more dreaded pen- 
alty. 

Kiwanis may, like the ancients, or the 
religionists, or the fraternities, resort to 
symbolism as the most effective and direct 
method of inculeating its great doctrines. 
Would it not be well for the Dallas K1- 
WANIS CLUB to have manufactured, in 
gold, brass or silver, a replica of the vestal 
lamp, with its traditions exemplifying 
faithfulness to duty, and, each year pre- 
sent the same, lighted with ceremony, with 
that greatest invention of all ages, fire, 
typifying the Spirit of Kiwanis, to the 
newly elected President, who, receiving 
it, pledges the best that there is in him to 
keep it burning undimmed until he shall 
deliver the symbol of his responsibility to 
his successor. 

Inseribe on this symbol, something as 
follows: 

“Semper Constans et Fidelis’’

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Wichita Kiwanians Put Over Novel 
Christmas Decoration Stunt

It is said that, in spite of the artifi- 
ciality of modern city life, there still 
exists in the hearts of the city dwellers a 
‘‘back to nature’”’ longing. 

Perhaps this is the reason for the un- 
qualified success of what probably was 
the most unique method of Christmas 
municipal decorating in the United States 
this year. 

Naturally, it was a Kiwanis project. 
The idea originated with a Krwanian. 
Funds were raised through the efforts of 
Krwanians. The hard work necessary to 
put the project across was done by Krwan- 
rans. And Kiwanis got the credit. 

“They’re a bunch of live ones,’’ de- 
clared the people of Wichita, Kan. ‘The 
Kiwanis Cuius is to be highly com- 
mended,’’ declared the Wichita Beacon 
in its editorial eomment. (The editorial 
writer is a Rotarian.) 

Seven hundred fifty evergreens, ranging 
in size from six to fourteen feet, placed at 
intervals of every twenty-five feet, lined 
the principal business streets of Wichita 
during the two weeks preceding Christ- 
mas. Groups of trees engulfed the white 
way poles at each corner. Tree tops sur- 
mounted the street car poles. The 
Douglas Avenue Bridge railing was lined 
with evergreens. The lawn of the city 
library was a veritable evergreen forest. 
Street car safety platforms were resplen- 
dent with the trees. The union station 
viaduct was transformed into an ever- 
green arbor. 

Never, old-timers declared, was the 
Christmas spirit so marked in Wichita as 
in 1921. . 

Tired shop girls, weary from long 
hours behind the counters; housewives, 
worn out from the proverbial tiresome 
Christmas shopping in crowded, dusty 
stores; office clerks, confined all day to 
a desk in overheated, close buildings; men 
and women from all occupations seemed 
to take a new lease on life as they stepped 
from the doors of their working places 
into the forest-like atmosphere that per- 
vaded the business streets of the city. 
The tired look left their faces; their steps 
quickened; the “‘back to nature” appeal 
struck home. 

A survey of the welfare organizations 
of the city showed that the public was 
contributing more freely to the poor and 
needy than for many years. 

“Tt’s those evergreens on the streets,”’ 
declared the Secretary of one of the largest 
of these organizations. ‘‘They just naturally 
get under afellow’s hide. I never have seen 
such a display of the true Christmas 
spirit in my entire experience.” 

Business men, too, reported bigger 
business than they had anticipated this 
year, attributing the condition to the 
Christmas atmosphere that pervaded the 
streets through the medium of the K1iwan- 
IS evergreens. 

Building managers became enthused, 
decorated trees and placed them in the 
corridors of their buildings. Several con- 
tractors placed lighted Christmas trees at

the tops of their scaffolds, several stories 
above the street. 

The trees on the streets not tied to the 
light poles, were set in conerete blocks. 
On the base of these blocks were painted 
““Merry Christmas”’ and a large ‘‘K.”’ 

At first there was some criticism by the 
persons of the city who could not see 
justification for the expense necessary to 
put the projecy over merely for the 
‘“‘atmosphere.”’ Their criticisms were short 
lived, however, following the announce- 
ment that on the day before Christmas, the 
750 trees would be distributed to the 
families where ‘‘daddy”’ was out of work, 
or where work had been too scarce to 
permit the expenditure of money for a 
Christmas tree. Hundreds of Wichita’s 
unfortunate kiddies were made happy by 
this distribution. 

The evergreen idea originated with 
Walter Vincent, chairman of the Public 
Affairs Committee of the Wichita Kiwanis 
Cuius. Vincent never had heard of the 
plan being put into effect elsewhere, but 
believed that it would do more to promots 
good fellowship and develop the true 
Christmas spirit than anything else. 
His theory proved correct. 

Funds for the project were raised in the 
club and by subscriptions from mer- 
chants along the streets where the trees 
were placed. The popularity of the 
scheme was demonstrated when the 
business men in one block complained 
because they had not been solicited and 
were not getting trees. They were taken 
care of at once. 

As a feature of the Kiwanis Christmas, 
a huge municipal entertainment was 
staged in the Wichita Forum under the 
auspices of the club the Thursday before 
Christmas. 

The public was invited. Seven thou- 
sand persons crowded into the Forum. 
Two thousand, it was estimated, were 
turned away. 

The program, arranged by Harry Evans, 
voice teacher, and the’ Rev. Otis Gray, 
pastor of the St. James Episcopal Church, 
was divided into two parts, sacred and 
secular. A series of splendidly produced 
and effective tableaux made up _ the 
sacred portion of the program. 

Huge trees, loaded with gifts for the 
needy kiddies, a Santa Claus an’ every- 
thing, helped make the evening one to be 
long remembered by many boys and girls. 
Four thousand sacks of candy, nuts and fruit 
were passed out to the youngsters present. 

The Wichita Kiwanis CLUB set a prec- 
edent in the matter of municipal decora- 
tion. 

“It’s the biggest thing that has been 
developed in Wichita for a long time,”’ is 
the opinion among Wichita business men. 
“The suceess of the project this year in- 
sures it as an institution hereafter.”’ 

Inquiries from several other cities indi- 
cate that the plan eventually will be 
adopted in many other municipalities. 

It’s a big thing for a community. 

And, of course, Kiwanis started it.

I believe that your district committee 
can best function on a divisional plan sim-
